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EXAMINER'S COMMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . All previous rejections have been overcome by the amendment filed January 1 3, 2006 
and the rejections are withdrawn. Claims 1-26 are now pending in the application. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The instant claims are allowable over prior art to Dams et al. (US 5,276,175). 

The present claims are directed to a coating composition comprising a fluorochemical 
oligomeric compound of the formula given in claim 1 and an antisoiling compound. 

Prior art to Dams et al. concerns fluorochemical compositions comprising fluorinated 
compounds comprising fluorochemical oligomeric portion and useful for application on fibrous 
substrates to impart water repellency (abstract). The fluorinated compounds may have formula I 
or II, represented by (A-Z) n R or A(Z-R) n respectively, wherein A is a fluorochemical oligomeric 
portion of the following formula is:

The various groups in the oligomer are similar to that disclosed in claim lof the instant 
invention. However, in contrast to the instant invention, the prior art oligomeric compound 
includes at least one substituent Rl, R2, R3, Q, E or R that imparts soft hand, stain release, water 
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repellency. Representative groups that impart special properties are disclosed as polymerizable 
olefin, epoxy, amino, hydroxyl, acid groups, polymethylphenylsiloxanyl, polydimethylsiloxanyl 
etc. Additionally, the prior art does not teach or suggest that at least one of R2 and R5 groups in 
the oligomeric compound has 12 or more carbon atoms oligomeric compound or the inclusion of 
an antisoiling compound in the fluoro oligomer-containing compositions. Therefore, the instantly 
claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of record as per said art neither 
anticipating nor rendering, alone or in combination, the instantly claimed invention.
